WEALTH OF THE SANDWICH ISLANDS, 



FOLLOW THE CROWD 



The Hawaiian or Sandwich Islands, 
lying in Pacific Ocean, 2,100 miles from 
San Francisco, on the line of the 
steamer for Australia, are at this time 
attracting the attention of this couotiy 
to an unusual degree. The export trade 
of these islands, which had grown 
from $350,000 in 1860 to $2,000,000 in 
1876, reached last ytar the large sum of 
$0,000,000, and was almost exclusively 
to this country. The greater part of 
this was sugar and rice, witli which 
they supply our western coast. Dur- 
ing the same term of yeare their im- 
ports have increased from $600,000 to 
$6,000,000, of which about four-Oftbs 
are from the United States. 

At tbis time there exists much dis- 
satisfaction with tbeir Government ou 
tiie part of the planters of the Islands. 
King Kalakaua has largely Increased the 
public dent, the estimated expenditures 
of the Kingdom for 1886 88 being $1,- 

700.000 in excess of its receipts ; aud 
this increasing burden must largely be 
borne by internal taxation, which 
would, of necessity, fall upou the pro- 
ducing classes, who are nearly all 
Americans, eugaged in raising sugar 
rice. 

The feeling against the King is so 
great as to threaten an insurrection 
that may result in the overtliow of his 
government, and the interests of this 
demand that in such event no Europeau 
Government should he allowed to get 
possession of the islands nr establish a 
protectorate over them. There has 
been for a number of yeare a large party 
there who favored annexation to this 
country, and in the event of the failure 
to maintain their royal family on the 
throue, that should lie the result sought 
by onr own Government. In addition 
to their commercial value, they would 
be an extremely valuable uavai station. 

The population of the islands, which 
at tiie first authorized census, in 1832,' 
was 130, OuO, almost entirely unlives, 
lias fallen to 85, 000, of which only about 

40.000 are natives, and tiie remainder 

26.000 Chinese, 10,000 Portuguese, 4,000 
Japanese, 2,600 Americans, and the 
balance mostly Germans and English. 
The natives are decreasing at tiie rate 
of 6,000 iu eacli decade, und tbeir places 
are being filled by foreign immigration, 
so that iu a very few years, whatever 
rights the original population may 
have to rule, will have passed away 
with them.

234,737. Bbe lias 295 manufactories, 
employing 10,636 men, aud $6,752,000 
of capital. B he erected last year 4,023 
new buildings at a cost of $19,630,039. 
Herdeatli rate for the past year was only 
15 34 per 1,000 inhabitants. Bbe lias 
opened 1,176 oew business bouses the 
last year. Blie has ten bauks with a paid 
upcapital of $5,800,600. Her real estate 
transfers for the year were $54,610,083. 
Blie expended iu paving streets for llie 
year $243,928.39 — a little more than 
Richmond. Bbe expended in sewers 
$141,900.78. She lias tiie best Fire 
Department in tiie United Btates. Blie 
is brilliantly lighted with electricity 
aud gas, aud lias a superb system of 
water-works. Her benevolent societies 
I understand are unequaled by any city 
in the uuiou. She lias five theatre 
buildings. 

Now comes the interest to Madisou 
county farmers. Kansas City received 
Iasi year iu cattle, 505,998 head, hogs 
2,340,560, sheep 177,776, horses and 
mules 34,232. Blie lias shipped — cattle 
386,681 ; hogs, 840,002; sheep, 88,213; 
horses and mule», 28,932. Her packing 
— 1,799,666 hogs ; slaughtered 102,- 
868 cattle aud 29,159 sheep. Bbe lias 
received in graiu for the year— -wheal, 
2,885,632 bushels, com, 4,651,373, oats, 
1,629,569.

Her 
hotels are iu keeping with the times, 
and more are building. 

She is tiie geographical center of tiie 
greatest agricultural country in tiie 
world; and her inhabitants are made up 
of the cream of all tbe states of the 
Union, so far as I have found them. Na- 
ture lias so mixed ami made her mils 
that they are turned into brick, which 
are laid in her dwellings aud business 
houses.

Two weeks ago The Climax 
warned the friends of the proposed 
road from Richmond to the Three 
Forks that the golden opportunity 
was about to lie lost — that the 
people of Clark county meant at 
once to build a road from Win- 
chester by way of Irvine to the 
Three Forks. That a meeting had 
been held ot Winchester, and steps 
taken to submit a proposition to a 
vote of the people of Clark. Estill 
and Lee counties. 

This warning had its effect, and 
numerous letters have passed be- 
tween parties here and the man- 
agement of the Louisville Southern 
Railroad. More than that, a com- 
mittee has visited the President 
and Directors of the L. S., and 
they proposed to meet the |ieople 
at the Court house in Richmond 
next week. An informal meeting ol 
citizens was held at the Court 
house on last Saturday evening, 
and a committee of two from each 
voting precinct in the county was 
appointed to meet the parties and 
confer with them as to a proposition 
to extend the Louisville Southern 
Railroad through this county to 
Beattyville. A definite proposi- 
tion will l>e presented right 
soon for the people's considera- 
tion. It a reasonable one is put 
forth, we hope the county will 
adopt it, and believe that it will 
be adopted. 

As we have before said, it is 
perhaps Madison's last chance for 
a mountain road. Our neighbors 
want the road. Clark is deter-' 
mined to have it To that end 
Gen. John S. Williams is now in 
Lstill county, and has been for a 
week. He is making speeches all 
over the county on the proposition 
from the L. C. A V. to give $50,- 
000. The proposition will carry in 
Estill. lion. Thomas G. Stuart is 
in Lee county, so tie hear, and 
stumping it with great energy. 
A similar proposition to that of 
Estill is before the people of Lee, 
and will carry. The people ot 
Garrard, Rockcastle and Jackson 
want the Louisville Southern to 
extend from Danville through 
their territory, and will see that 
Madison does not get the road for 
a song. 

There is no disputing the fact 
that a railroad from Louisville 
through Riclimond to Beattyville 
would be a great and permanent 
good to Madison county. The 
cattle, and hogs, and sheep, and 
tobacco would be beuefitted by 
another outlet. The coal and 
lumber trade would be visibly 
affected.

HEAT IN CIRCULAR SAWS. 

Useful Information on no Interesting 
Mechanical Subject. 

The tendency to heat in circular 
saws is the greatest difficulty iu their 
management- Wherever there is much 
' friction experienced in one, it will get 
hot and expand, anfl in- that condition 
will not make good lunaber,' ami some- 
times, indeed, it will buckle, and thus 
become materially injured. If the 
heating of a saw be a tendency to cup, 
the side of the saw which expands 
most by heat becomes convex, and if 
run too long it will not return to its 
former shape when cooled, but will re- 
quire hammering on; tie 'edge to 
straighten it. . This is a job which re- 
quires considerable skill, and. besides, 
few who use such saws have suitable 
anvils to straighten them upon. To 
st ~h the following will be usefin 
information: Prepare a suitable 

numbor of annular papers with 
their inside diameter about one inch 
less than that of the hub, and place 
them on the shaft adjoining the con- 
cave side of the saw. Prepare a lot of 
similar papers with their inside diame- 
ter equal to that of the hole in the 
center of the saw, and their outside 
diameter about one inch greater, and 
place these on the saw shaft adjoining 
the convex side of tile saw. A suffi- 
cient number of these being so placed 
in, they are tightened up in the hub 
and the saw r is brought up true in the 
face. Care must be tr%ken to put in no 
more papers than will straighten the 
saw. It is not, however, absolutely 
necessary to take the cup out of a saw 
until it becomes of a considerable size, 
for a saw will do good work even when 
cupped a qparter of an inch; the in- 
creased difficulty, however, of manag- 
ing it in this condition renders it ad; 
visible not to work it in such a state. 
In working cupped saws the teeth 
should be made to fill a wider gauge 
on the convex than on the concave 
side; and if the tendency to heat at the 
center continues, it should have more 
rake, is cupped towards it. The teeth 
of a cupped saw in ascending, in all 
likelihood, will scratch either the face 
of tho log or the plank, which is a 
sufficient reason to at once straighten 
by such a pressure; they tend to stretch 
the saw at the point where it passes 
between them, but the edge of the saw 
is often stretched by gumming ma- 
chines. It is seldom necessary to 
straighten a buckled saw on an anvil, 
especially if only a narrow ring near 
the edge of the saw is stretched, as it 
may be remedied by cutting through 
it, either by drilling a hole at the end 
of each tooth, or filing toward the cen- 
ter of the saw until the stretched part 
is cut through. 

Water is sometimes used to eool a 
saw; it enables the saw to work in a 
smaller kerf, thus saving power; and 
it also acts as a partial lubricator. It 
should be directed in jets on each side 
of the saw near the ccuter. Its use, 
however, should be avoided in cold, 
freezing weather. Allowing the saw 
shaft to play endwise is one of the 
most effectual means of keeping the 
saw cool. When the timber springs 
against the saw, tending to heat it at 
the center, the eml play of the shaft 
allows the center of the saw to yield;, 
at the same time the guide pins at its 
periphery keep it in line, and the fric- 
tion is thereby reduced and liability to 
heat diminished in a correspond! ng. de- 
gree. — American’ Cabinet Maker. 



CARE OF THE SKIN, 

Useful Sacgietlons ana Opinions ou When 
and How to Bathe. 

Now for the skin. Ninety-nine peo- 
ple out of * hundred never think about 
their skin, though the health of all 
their internal organs depends upon its 
condition. It is no use washing your 
face and hands, and leaving the rest of 
your body untouched. It is little bet- 
ter to stand in front of a basin and 
spatter yourself from head to foot with 
water. You must cleanse every part 
of your skin thoroughly vonce a day. 
I am no advocate of discomfort in 
bathing — cold water in a cold room, 
and all such nonsense. Have the room 
warm, and the water only n few de- 
grees cooler. Stay In the bath five 
minutes, keeping yourself either un- 
der water or pouring wet all the 
time. But it is after you leave 
the tub that the really important part 
of the bath begins. Dry yours eli 
thoroughly with two towels; then take 
a stiff flesh brush and try with all 
your might to rub your skin off. A 
cocoanut-fiber brush is the best; and 
to got at your back it is a good plan to 
have a cocoanut-fiber mat hung up 
against the wall to rub yourself 
against. Keep up this friction for at

Neither the progressiveness of tho 
Mohammed an Arab nor tho Protest- 
ant Dutch were a match for that su- 
perior progressiveness which the 
British brought to tho development of 
South Africa. By fair means or foul — 
and foul much of it was, forsooth — 
they have gradually dispossessed the 
Dutch of nearly all their valuable pos- 
sessions.

Improving Swine I'p to a Condition 
Yielding a Fair l*ro(lt. 

A writer on the pig has said that 
“there are several points to he ol>- 
served. and these should have con- 
sideration h -fore all others.” Also 
••fineness of hone and absence of 
bristles, as the latter have been hied 
away from all the liest breeds; and 
they, the bristles, will not be tolerated 
ou any respectable farm. That he 
should eat quietly and not roam about, 
not even walking about his pen after 
eating.” 

Not a few persons, in establishing a 
herd of swine, have been i fluenced by | 
views similar to those quoted above, ! 
not estimating at their full force the I 
ease and expedition with which the 
bog could lie made to part with those j 
characteristics that formed a' breast- 
work against inroads from disease. 

The case with which the hog has been 
improved has tempted some breeders to | 
push this improvement, in some cases, 
just a little too far. Novices have 
taken up where the regular breeders 
have left oft. and have pushed it be- 
yond the limit of safety. This li:is 
been done luv selecting oil their own 
judgment, or it mav be better to say, 
ou their own fancy. 

If beginners would more frequently 
than has been the custom, leave the 
selection of a pair ot pigs to the man 
who lias bred them, it is not impos- 
sible that the onteinne would be better 
than it sometimes is. The novice, left 
to himself, is quite inclined to act upon 
the suggestions above quoted, seeking 
a pair with smallest hones in the herd, 
and with absolutely no bristles at all, 
and perhaps, hardly a remnant 
of hair. Then, give the novice 
n few years time in which to breed 
in-and-in, feediug high on grain 
and rich slops, to the exclusion of past- 
ure grasses, cultivating the tendency, 
always shown by the high-bred and 
full-fed hog, to take little or no exer- 
cise, and sleep much of the time, and 
it re quires but a few years to place 
the offspring from swine so reived and I 
managed where they will give up right 
quickly under exjiosure to inclement 
weather, or to any prevailing disease.

j . The really .successful swine-grower 
and feeder keeps clear of that extreme 
refinement that his observation and !

Test the same amount of time more 
usefully. Thera is no such remedy for 
a feverish habit as this, nothing lik« 
it to relieve the internal organs from 
undue heat and congestion of blood, 
and to free the lungs from oppression. 
Moreover, it actually increases the size 
of the muscles, and makes them firm- 
er, by causing the blood to circulate 
more vigorously in them: As to its 

effect upon the elasticity and beauty of 
fhe skin itself, that will be obvious at 
a glance. It is the brush, not the toi- 
let bottle, that furnishes tho true 
bloom of youth. But the morning 
bath aud ru b-down alone arc not suf- 
ficient. 

If, during the day, you get into a 
perspiration, do not allow the moisture 
to dry ou your skin. Never come in 
from a walk or a horseback ride or a 
row and sit down as you are. Go to 
your room. Lake off every thing, and 
use the brush, ft may seem inconven- 
ient at first, but when it is done you 
will rejoice, and soon it will be a mat- 
ter of course to you. If your under- 
clothing is damp, it is, of course, best 
to change it; but if the skin has been 
brushed red, you may venture to re- 
sume the same clothes with compara- 
tive impunity. This friction after ex- 
ercise is of great importance; so much 
so, that it may be affirmed that threc- 
lourths of the benefit of any exercise 
is lost without it. If you foresee that 
it will be impossible, after your exer- 
cise, to take a rub-dowu, then it will 
often be better to choose the nth-down 
instead of the exercise. 

Once a week — say on Sunday, when 
you have more time — you should take 
a baih of a more elaborate kind. Fill 
the tub with water a* hot as you can 
bear iL Get in and stay there until 
you feel almost uncomfortably warm. 
Then stand tip and take a big sponge 
or a pitcher full of cold water, and 
deluge yourself again and again from 
head to foot This is delicious; there 
are few things that give so keen a 
sense of 'physical wholesoraeness and 
vigor. Dry and rub down as usual, 
and you will imagine yourself ten years 
younger. The stimulus to the circula- 
tion is enormous. It is one of the best 
preventives against catching cold. It 
is an excellent substitute for tho Turk- 
ish or hot-air bath, and takes only a 
quarter of the time. It you feel a 
headache coming on, it will often send 
it away. But be sure to have the hot 
water very hot, and apply the cold 
water without stint — Julian Hawthorn, 
in Home Knowledge.

FACTS ABOUT ALUM.

It Is Found, and How It Is Fro- 
parnl for Market. 

Alum rarely occurs in nature, except 
in a few springs and in some extinct 
volcanoes, where it appears to be 
formed from the action of sulphurous 
acid vapors upon felspathic rocks. It 
is artificially prepared from alum- 
sliale, obtained from coal mines at 
Hnriett and Campsie, near Glasgow; 
and alum-slate, which oeenrs along 
the east coast of England. When the 
shale is exposed to the air, the oxygen 
of tiie air, a justed by moisture, effects 
a decided change upon it - iie origin- 
al hard, strong snbstano- begins to 
split up into thin leaves, and becomes 
studded over and interspersed with 
crystals. When the alum-slate thus 
weathered is digested in water 
dissolve into the snlphate 
of alumina and sulphate cf 
iron; this solution is treated with chlo- 
ride of potassium, which decomposes 
the sulphate of iron, forming snlphate 
of potash and chloride of iron. When 
this liquid is evaporated to concentra- 
tion, aud allowed to cool, crystals of 
alum separate, consisting of sulphate 
of alnwina. sulphate of potash ami

Although consumption is a common 
nnd fatal a complaint in South America 
as in any portion of the globe, there is i 
a class of persons resident in that 
country among whom the dread j 
scourge is said never to have appeared. I 
These arc the inhabitants of the sala- j 
deros — a place where cattle arc { 
slaughtered and dressed, and where 
sometimes the manufacture of beef ex- 
tract is carried on. A gentleman re- 
cently returned from Argentine Repub- 
lic, in talking of the subject with a re- 
porter, said: “lu former years, cattle 
in my country, that is South America, 
were slaughtered simply for their hides, 
bones and tallow, which were articles 
of exporL The meat, except such as 
the butchers in the different cities chose 
to carry awa^, was stacked out on the 
plains and was oaten up by the quick- 
lime. The places where the work of 
killing the cattle was and is carried on 
were, and are still known assaladeros. 
They are largo inclosed spaces in the 
open country, generally some distance 
remote from other habitations. The 
people employed in the business live 
within the inclosnre and form a little 
colony by themselves. 

From five to ten thousand head of 
cattle are slaughtered in these salad e- 
ros every day. Necessarily there is a 
consLint odor of fresh blood, which to 
those unaccustomed to it is decidedly 
unplcasanL Consumption, however, 
has never been known among persons 
who live in these saladeros, and, 
strange as it may appear, persons who 
were so affected and through some cir- 
cumstances or another went into one 
of these places to live, have speedily 
recovered. At first tho medical men 
of the country reasoned that their 
diagnoses were in error, but as the re- 
sult was the same time after time, they 
came to look upon the matter in a dif- 
ferent light, and now declare that a 
residence in a saladeros will heal an 
ulcerating lung and entirely destroy 
the germs of consumption. The process 
is slow, however, and a consumptive 
must be patient, and content to live in 
one of these places a considerable 
time. 

Persons who go there aud remain 
only a little" while show a great im- 
| provenient, but if they come away be- 
fore they are entirely well they are 
liable to relapse into their former 
| state. I understand that a residence 
j of from eighteen months to two years 
f in a saladeros will cure almost any 
case of phthisis. One of tho most not-

gland by Sir T. Shepstono. This oc- 
curred in 1877. Other encroachments 
are still going ou, and wi‘,hin the com- 
ing half-century it is quite probable 
that the B Irtish flag will wave over the 
most valuable and salubrious portion 
of the African continent, namely, the 
entire table lands from the Cape ol 
Good Hope to the line of the Zambesi 
nnd Congo. Nor is this result to be 
deplored. The Arabian, the Portuguese 
and the Dutch have all failed to develop 
the natural resources of Africa. . Tiie 
British alone have scorned to enslave 
the natives and gone to work with 
their own stout hands and hearts. 

Nor is it to be supposed that its 
j greater proximity to to tho equator 
i renders South Africa less fit for Anglo- i 
Saxon colonization than • Europe or 
I North America. The mean altitude oi 1 
| all Europe is bnt 971.41 feet above the j 
sea. and this, I believe, is greater than j 
i North America. On the other hand, j 
Africa lias a mean altitude of no less j 
than 2,169.93 feet. So that the climate 
of the table lands in latitude 20 in 
South Africa is as bracing and healthy I 
as that of latitude forty in Europe. 

Mr. Salt was among the earliest of 
English explorers in South Africa; 
then followed Captain Botelcr in 1823, 
Livingstone in 1857, Hartley in I860 
and numerous others since. Hartley’s 
explorations led to tho re-discovery of 
the Tati (not Tetc) gold field, longi- 
tude 28, latitude 2L30, and to the in- 
vestigations of Karl Manch in 1866, 
and the mining bubble of 1869-70. 
Among the failures of this period was 
the London and Liverpool Mining 
Company, headed by Sir John Swin- 
burne, Bart. This venture w:is in the 
Tati region. 

Afifcr this, alxmt 1871-73, a new lino 
of re-discoveries led to other babbles. 
Leydcnborg and Pilgrims’ Rest dis- 
tricts, both on Baneto’s old line of 
march, and both explored by his one 
thousand greedy followers, were 
opened to Anglo-Saxon enterprise. In 
1873 this line was pushed northward to 
Batua (Zumbaol), and it has since 
been pursued to the Zambesi river. 
Last year, 1886, a letter from this city 
was published in the London Times, 
which gave a marked impetus to the 
mining boom. Concealing the fact 
that the whole of Sofala and Mono- 
motupa has been repeatedly explored 
for gold — first by ancient civilized race 
or races; second, by the Arabs, and 
third, by the Portuguese — and bestow- 
ing new and unpronounceable names 
upon well-known localities, the latter 
proceeded to show how much gold was 
being aud was going to bo shipped 
from these places through Capetown 
to England. It predicted an export in 
1887 of little less than $1,000,000, equal 
to about one-third tho entire product 
of California So enormous and sud- 
den a production as this promised 
merited investigation, and it was with 
this view that I came to Capetown. So 
far as I have been as yet able to ascer- 
tain, the Times letter 1ms but small 
foundation in fact. However, the 
country is extensive and the mining 
districts' numerous, and juuch remains 
yet to bo seen. — Alex. Del Mar, in San 
Francisco Chronicle.
